COUNCIL OBJECTS TO 
MUDDY ROADS 


A check on the source 
of mud and slush which, 
following wet weather, 
appears on Civic Parade 
and Blackshaws Road 
will be undertaken by the 
Altona - Shire Engineer 
(Mr. R, C, Simmons). 

Cr. J. J. Ginifer brought 
the problem: to the attention 
of councillors at their last 
meeting. 

He thought slush and muck 
may be coming out on the 
dual wheels of trucks using 
the municipal tip in Civic 


Parade. He asked that the 
council and corttractor’s 
trucks be inspectéd and 


checked to see that they have 
mud flaps although he did 
not believe mud flaps was 
the answer to the problem. 

Cr. Ginifer considered it 
more likely that the mud 
was stuck in the dual wheels 
and wondered if hosing them 
down would be feasible, 

Cr. McIntosh pointed out it 
was not only trucks leaving 
the tip which caused the 
trouble. He said trucks en- 
tering Civic Parade from 
other areas Were also dropp- 


ing the mud. 
Not all the mud is from the 
wheels commented Shire 


President Cr. G. den Dulk. 
He feels some trucks carrying 
soil have no tall boards and 
soil is dropped from the tray 
of these trucks.

Before the council was cor- 
respondence from the Altona 
North High School Parents 
and Citizens Association and 
Ladies Auxiliary drawing at- 
tention to the destrability of 
press button traffic lights at 
the school crossing in Mil- 
lers Road, outside the school. 
1 Mr. Simmons pointed out 
the school is situated in Mil- 
lers Road, south of Mc- 
Arthurs Road, behind the 
hotel, is a shopping centre 
for which he considers lights 
will be necessary. He -said 
surely the two could be com- 
bined. ; 

Mr. Simmons said the 
Traffic Commission is averse 
to two pedestrian crossings 
within 100 yards of each 
other, therefore, the council 
should select one crossing to 


serve both parposes. 

He considered a_ crossing 
near the hotel would not 
greatly inconvenience school 
students—only those travell- 
ing home south along Millers 
Road would have to walk a 
little further. 

Cr. Ginifer immediately 
said he considered it was not 
desirable and he was against 
students having to use a 
Pedestrian crossing near an 
hotel. 

He said he nesded more 
time to consider the problem 
and moved that the matter 
be made an order of the day 
for two weeks time.

Men who ‘agreed with the apostle Paul 
“It pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe.” Paul 
was referring to his subject, the preaching 


of the cross—to the Greeks foolishness.

-could also have had in mind the method. 
Preaching at its best seems a frustrating 
task. A sermon may be’ eloquent, intellec- 
tual, inspiring, analytical or emotional, but 


too often it will 


tall 


on the ears of the 


thoughtless, the hard of heart and those who 
do not understand, too rarely on the recep- 
tive. The preacher however has other. helps 
on which to rely. The printed word, the 


influence of Christian life and example— 
practice and precept go hand in hand. 

Such in a sense are aids to and are part 
of preaching. Most importantly they do not 
entorce any fetter on the free will of the 
hearer. In preaching and its secular counter- 
part teaching, the unrestricted development 


of the human personality is essential. 


Re- 


strictions and co-ercion may have a tem- 
porary effect in certain situations but if 
maintained can be a great danger. 

For immature minds of alf ages some 
restraints are necessary. They may be neces- 
sary, they are not desirable, and may be 


harmful, 


In .this field there are no short cuts. 
The longest way round is the only way. 
Whatever aids may be used, the only last- 
ing result will come from the appeal to 


heart, mind and- will. 


It is thus a hopeful sign that in con- 
sidering the problem of cigarette smoking, 
our leaders in the community generally give 
the answer, it is a matter of education. 

In its broadest aspect there is and can 
be no alternative to “the foolishness of 


preaching.”
